With respect to the drawings, a copy of formal drawings prepared for a 
counterpart PCT application is attached. Proper formal prints will be prepared in due r 
course. 

With respect to the requirement to elect a species for prosecution under the 
merits under 35 U.S.C. 121. applicants hereby elect Figure 1 for prosecution- 
Applicants note the Examiner's remark that claims 1 and 10 appear generic. 

In response to the requirement, for a listing of all claims readable on the elected 
species, applicants advise that all the claims are believed to be readable on the elected 
species. 

With respect to the restriction requirement under 35 U.S.C. 121 , applicants 
provisionally elect claims 1-9, drawn to a method of humidifying a process gas and 
delivering it to a fuel cell This election is made with traverse. It is submitted that the 
Examiner's argument that the two groups of claims are distinct is incorrect, and that the 
two groups of claims can properly be retained within this application and that they relate 
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to one invention. For the avoidance of doubt, it is applicants' position that the two 
groups of claims are patentably distinct
